Industrial Park lot |

The Boyne City City Commission 
gave the green light to city manager 
Michael Cain to move forward with 
the sale of lot 2 in phase [1 of the 
Boyne City Air Industrial Park to 
Points North Printing. 

The transaction includes a lot 
reconfiguration, taking lot 2 from 2.6 
acres to 1.8 acres, expanding adjacent 
lot 1 from 2.04 acres to 2.84 acres. 

The reconfiguration came, accord- 
ing to Cain, after a request from 
Points North, that it didn’t need the 
amount of space originally included 
in the lot. The business, which cur- 
rently leases a building at 100 Indus- 
trial Park Drive (lot 1 in Phase I of 


the Industrial Park), is looking to 


build a larger facility and add stop-in 
copying services. 

The Boyne City Economic Devel- 
opment Commission had considered 
the request earlier this month, and 
approved the lot reconfiguration, The 
city will reserve a 30-foot utility ease- 
ment at the back of the lot, and will 
move forward to complete the trans- 
action at the normal price of $20,000 
an acre, or a total of $36,000. 

The EDC determined that the 
move, Cain said, “was in the best long

Kids, rocks, 
and water: an 
irresistable 
combination

What is it about kids and throwing rocks? 

I don’t mean malicious rock-throwing, which, of 
course, is generally discouraged in my household. I 
mean the carefree, in a safe and open setting, scooping 
up a stone and just letting it fly. 

I ask this because, as the mom of two elementary 
school aged children, I’ve found over the years that you 
can take your kids to the park, to the movies, to Disney 
World for that matter, and little else exceeds the giddy 
pleasure for youngsters than that of throwing rocks. If 
there’s a body of water to throw them into, well, then, 
you've just reached the pinnacle of childhood bliss. 

Case in point: recently on a trip away from my 
children for a couple of days, { phoned the kids, who 
were on a camping excursion with their grandparents. 
My son, age 7, couldn't get the words out fast enough. 
It took a few moments but eventually I was able to 
discern that the source of his great excitement was that 
he and his sister and cousins were throwing rocks into 
the lake. 

Now, mind you, he’s essentially grown up on lakes, 
both here on Lake Charlevoix and on the many family 
getaways we've taken, most of which revolve around 
camping or hiking on or near some form of water. On 
most all of those occasions that I can recall, at some 
point the activity has made its way to include standing 
at the water’s edge, selecting just the right stones, and 
hurling them into said body of water. So this develop- 
ment, this singular incident of tossing rocks into the 
water, wouldn't be expected to elicit such sheer, 
unadulterated delight. 

But, of course, it did. This from a child who tires of 
his Happy Meal Hot Wheel toy on the four minute ride 
home from lunch, only to abandon it for all eternity 
between the back seats of our Jeep Cherokee. Yet rock 
throwing for the 50 millionth time is a cause for 
celebration. 

There are, | suppose, a multitude of ways to approach 
such an activity, including competing with yourself or 
others for distance and style, utilizing the largest or 
smallest rock, or multiple rocks, and various methods of 
the toss itself, including overhand, underhand, behind 
the back, etc. With endless variations, perhaps it’s the 
versatility that keeps them going back for more. 

Then there’s mastering the intricacies of skipping 
rocks, taking things to a whole new level, which, in my 
experience, typically involves a scenario in which the 
adults present decide that this is the perfect way to 
prove their superiority over each other, with the kids 
serving as a cheering section, the focus of which 
depends on which grown-up they need something from 
the most at that given moment in time. 

Interestingly, I’ve found that rock-throwing is, 
despite my best attempts to resist, a mindless activity 
that is somehow at the same time wholly irresistible. 
There’s something strangely satisfying about selecting a 
rock and {making sure the coast is clear of course) 
hauling off and letting it sai] over the water’s surface, 
only to end its journey with a definitive “plunk” or 
noisy “splash.” It’s a chance to commune with nature 
(hopefully not doing too much damage) and your kids 
(again, doing as little damage as possible) on the most 
basic level, leaving your minds and mouths free to think 
and talk, and just be together. And all at the low, low 
cost of free. 

And that brings me to my next point. Just because 
rocks are free doesn’t mean you have to take all the 
extra ones home with you — if someone has a hint on | 
how to explain this to my son, I’m open to suggestions.

ENACTMENT OF AMENDED 
BOYNE CITY ZONING ORDINANCE (A-80) 
ARTICLE XXIV — PARKING, LOADING, AND ACCESS 
MANAGEMENT REQUIREMENTS 


At a regular meeting of the City Commissioners of the 
City of Boyne City, County of Charlevoix, Michigan held 
on September 14, 2004, at 7:00 p.m., an amendment to 
City of Boyne City Ordinance A-80, Zoning Ordinance, was 
enacted. The following is a synopsis of that amended or- 
dinance: 


THE CITY OF BOYNE CITY HEREBY ORDAINS: 


Section 1. Purpose. 
The purpose of this ordinance is to amend the Parking, 
Loading, and Access Management Standards to require a 
‘hard surface driveway in Residential! Districts. 


Section 2. Amendment of Section 24.80 Parking in Resi- 
dential Districts. 

Subsection Ais hereby amended and shail read in full 
as: 

For any Development in the Residential Districts, the 
_parking surface on the property and access driveways shall 
be covered with Pavement or Hard Surface material (piant- 
mixed bituminous material, concrete, and brick or masonry 
pavers). The portion of the driveway within the Right-of 


Way shall meet the then current City specifications. 


Section 3. Conflicting Standards. 

If any of the standards set forth in this amendment con- 
flict with any other standards of previous or future ordl- 
nances or amendments, the stricter standards shall apply. 


Section 4. Repeal; Savings Clause. 
_ Allordinances, resolutions, or orders, or parts thareot: 

In conflict with the provisions of this ordinance are, to the 
extent of such conflict, repealed. 


Section 5. Severability 


“The various parts, sections and clauses of this Ordi- 
nance are hereby declared to be severable. If any part, 
Sentence, paragraph, section or clause Is adjudged un-. 
constitutional or invalid by a court of competent Jurisdic- 
tion, the remainder of the Ordinance shall not be affected 


thereby.
